ported counter-attacks against Ger­ 
man besiegers in greater number 
and strength on several sectors. 
German reinforcements are con­ 
stantly arriving to fill the gaps 
left by enormous losses, declared

Hopes to Make Law Fair As

Planned un Tax Bill 
M orgenthau 
indicated, 
however, 
that he preferred to present the 
idea as a tax bill before the house 
ways and means committee rattier 
than as a rider to the price control 
legislation being considered by tile 
house banking committer 
He ex­ 
pressed the idea for the first time 
in testifying on the price bill. 
The drafting task of his experts, 
Morgenthau explained, is to 
sur­ 
round the idea of a 6 per cent limit 
on corporation profits with other 
provisions to make the proposed lav. 
as fair as possible to dlffeient kinds 
of business firms. 
Sweeping aside questions as 
to 
whether some inequalities might not 
! remain despite^ these effoits, Mor­ 
genthau said : 
"We are going to try to make It 
as fair as possible, but of course, 
somebody is going to get hurt. 
Hits Profit Motive

wanting to say that we ought to re­ 
move what I call the profit motive 
in war or national defense, and I 
think the way to remove the profit 
motive from war or national defense 
is to make it unprofitable. 
"We all have a big Job to do for 
national defense and we are asking 
a lot of people to make sacrifices, 
especially those whom we are ask­ 
ing to leave

navy at a dollar a day. 
"If we ask them to do

OF AID FORMING 


Private 
Pilots 
Enrolled; 
Plan Squadron For 
Every Airport

COLUMBUS. Sept 25 — Letters 
were

Ohio's

licensed 
private pilots and 
some i 
4,000 application blanks were bund- I 
led tor distribution to airport man­ 
agers today as the state division of j 
aeronautics hit high gear in ifs 
campaign to enroll Ohio's home 
guard of the air. 
"Our response so far has been ' 
most enthusiastic," said Birle L. 
Johnson, state aeronautics director. 
“As a matter of fact, we had to j 
send application blanks in advance I 
to the Cleveland airport. Tile man- i 
ager told me today that 71 of his j 
pilots already had arranged to sign ’ 
u p ” 
Johnson said he hoped to enroll 
at least 2,000 pilots and as many ' 
mechanics and radio men as possi­ 
ble in what is to be known tech­ 
nically as the Ohio wing of the 
civil air defense service. 
“We are doing everything possi- ! 
ble to get this movement well under 
way in Ohio before the national 
campaign is announced sometime 
within the next week or so." John­ 
son added. ‘ This appears to me the 
best way to assure amateur fliers of 
maximum flight opportunity should 
the government feel it advisable to 
ration fuel supplies. 
"The exact obligations of Ohio 
wing members have not yet been 
determined." 
Johnson said present plans called 
for the creation of home guard J 
squadrons in every Ohio munich- ! 
pality that has an airport. 
"Where several small communi­ 
ties are nearby, it probably would 
be best to merge into a single unit,1" ; 
Johnson said. "This would make it 
possible for experienced army fliers 
to discuss plans and tactics with 
larger groups, and be of greater 
service." 
The squadrons are to be trained 
in formation flying, aerial photog­ 
raphy 
and 
plane 
care. 
Johnson 
said. 
None will be required to do 
more than ordinary civilian flying, 
and no restrictions will be imposed 
upon pilots unless under federal 
edict. 
Training also will 
include 
the ferrying of pilots and planes 
and ground servicing of airships.
